A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
cleric of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filin g in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
pihlipnt in n requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
vriiere there has been no change in the information carried in the 
dd certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
tbd name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
y h» p is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
filnd in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

age of 3,600 miles were cov¬ 
ered in 76 days, 23 hours 
and 10 minutes. 

A most admirable wa.iker 
was David Ryder, a 21 year 
old polio victim from Es¬ 
sex, Engla.nd, who crosscid 
the U.S. in 1970 on crutches. 
Tliere have been others too, 
even a woman, Dr. Barbara 
Moore, a vegetarian, who 
made the cros.sing of 3,207 
miles in 86 days in 1960. She 
was in her middle fifties at 
the time and testified that 
regardless of what some say, 
as a vegetarian she found 
she had a good deal of 
energy. 

The walking fad of recent 
years was inspired' by Presi¬ 
dent Ke.nnedy in early 1963. 
.And this was ap based upon 
a 1908 E.xecutive Order from 
President 'Thoodorc Roo.sovolt 
to test whether the U.S. 
Marine Corps officers could 
prove that they were in the 
state of fitne.ss he thought, 
by making a 50 mile hike 
in 20 hours. 

Robert Ken.aedy, In Febeu- 
ary 1963, made a similar 50 
mile hike from Washington. 
D.C. to Camp David in 17 
hours — 3 hours less tha.r. 
Hie Teddy Roosevelt sugge.st- 
e.d standard. 

Anyw.ay you look at it, a 
‘ern.ss-country hike’ such as 
Alike has planned is going 
to bo a tremendous te.st In 
many areas. One of those 
areas will be endurance and 
Tierserverance. But as men- 
fiened earlier, Mike lias been 
doing a great deal of walk¬ 
ing of late. Both In preoara¬ 
tion for the ‘hike’ a.nd be¬ 
cause iho geiminely enjoy.s 
walking. As far as por.scr- 
veranco, there is no reason 
wliy Alike will not excell. He 
.seem to bo of that certain 
spirit and make .up noees- 
.sarv>- for thi.s type endeavor. 

Ills coiufidenee. and hi.s 
enihusiasm about "ahsor- 
hing the land,” .are high. Ho 
relate.r closely to philosopher 
Ilal Boil.'>nd’s tenet: “All 
walking is discovery. On foot 
we take time to .see tilings 
whole.” And right lihere, you 
have the basic rca.son for 
Alike’s odes.soy. 

Sierra Madre is lucky 
again — fo have a person 
such, as Alike Miller as tlieir

Tliere is no doubt that, 
as .supply decreases and de¬ 
mand remains thp same or 
increases, prictos will in¬ 
crease. Such a process has a 
control on the purchase of 
the commodity, depending 
on the real need for the 
commodity and the amount 
of money available. 

The most aurrirising thing 
about Secretary Sch u 11 z’ 
plan is that it seeks to do 
artifically what the free-en- 
It'iprise system would do 
naturally and automatically 
The difference is that the 
government, which lias 
caused tiic shortages 
through legi.slation, bureau¬ 
cratic Ivur.gll.ng,, and taxa¬ 
tion, will get tile additional 
revenue as a ‘‘reward-’’ for 
its handiwork, whi'e depri¬ 
ving free enterprise the addi¬ 
tional funds (if added to 
the cost of tho product) to 
try to eliminate the sliorf- 
age.
